Dormancy in S ud s 

Seeds of some crops will germinate 
within a few days after harvest. 
Others remain dormant for some 
weeks or even months. Seeds of 
many common weeds may r em a in 
dormant in the soil for years, despite 
the fact that conditions of moisture, 
temperature and aeration may be 
suitable for germination. Farmers 
often have reason to wish that 
wheat and barley seeds would re- 
maiu dormant much longer than 
they do, because losses from sprout- 
ing in the stock and swath are 
considerable. Longer spells of wet 
weather are ipsually required to 
induce oats to germinate in the 
stcok. 

The results of a germination test 
should indicate the percentage of 
live seeds capable of producing 
vigorous seedlings. If some seeds 
remain dormant the germinating 
ability of the sample will be under¬ 
estimated. For this reason, aM 
properly equipped laboratories sub¬ 
ject seed samples to a prc-ehilling 
treatment which usually 'breaks* the 
dormancy. 

This year, due to peculiar weather 
conditions, a good many samples, 
particularly of oats, have remained 
dormant longer than usual and pre- 
ehilling has not always completely 
iiV: rcomo the dormancy. After the 
u u:;l germination test, dead seeds 
can usually be distinguished from 
dormant ones. After finding a good 
many dormant seeds, we retested a 
number of samples and prolonged 
* IT * pre-ehilling period. The germina¬ 
tion was increased, sometimes by a 
wide margin Our patrons have, of 
course, all been informed.
